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Our  programming  of  contemporary  music  has  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention. 
We  acknowledge  the  distinction,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  a  controversial  one;  but  we 
wonder  how  many  listeners  note  the  amount  of  unfamiliar  music  of  earlier  periods 
broadcast  by  the  station.  The  extension  of  musical  experience  backward  in  time,  as 
well  as  up  into  the  present,  is  an  essential  part  of  the  philosophy  behind  our  program- 
ming. And  furthermore,  while  we  play  the  classics,  Bach,  Haydn,  Schumann,  and  Brahms, 
we  do  not  neglect  their  contemporaries. 

In  the  present  Folio,  for  instance,  we  have  next  to  Bach  his  then  more  famous,  now 
half-forgotten  contemporary,  Telemann.  Next  to  Handel,  his  follower,  Boyce.  Along 
with  Haydn,  we  are  scheduling  one  Brunetti;  with  Beethoven,  Pleyel,  with  Schumann, 
Spohr,  with  Brahms,  Rubinstein,  with  Debussy,  Dukas.  When  one  thinks  of  the  cen- 
turies before  Bach,  even  the  greatest  composers  seem  unfamiliar— while  painters  like 
Rembrandt  and  Giotto,  and  poets  like  Shakespeare  and  Dante,  are  widely  viewed  and 
read.  In  the  current  Folio  period,  the  curious  listener  can  hear  Purcell,  Corelli,  Couperin, 
and  Monteverdi  from  the  century  before  Bach;  Palestrina,  Gabrieli,  and  Morley  from 
the  century  before  that,  and  Dufay  and  Machaut  from  even  earlier  times. 

For  that  matter,  we  are  also  presenting  music  that  is  presumably  even  stranger  to 
present-day  Western  ears;  Shibai,  the  theatre  music  of  Japan  (Thursday,  August  18), 
the  folk-music  of  Turkey  (Sunday,  August  14),  and  the  classical  music  of  India  (Sunday, 
August  7).  In  principle  our  literary  programs  are  marked  by  the  same  catholicity. 
Contemporary  poets  Robert  Frost  and  Dylan  Thomas  read  their  own  poetry  (Saturday, 
August  13  and  Monday,  August  15);  we  examine  the  poetry  of  the  West  Indies  (Sunday, 
August  14);  our  plays  include  Pushkin's  Eugene  Onegin  (Wed.,  Aug.  17)  and  Shake- 
speare's Romeo  and  Juliet   (Fri.  Aug.  12). 

"Dead  music  is  very  beatiful  sometimes,  and  always  pretty  noble,  even  when  it  has 
been  painted  up  and  preened  by  the  undertakers  who  play  or  conduct  it  with  such 
funeral  solemnity  at  our  concerts.  Live  music  is  never  quite  that  beautiful.  Neither 
that  beautiful  or  that  dumb.  Because  live  music  speaks  to  us  all.  We  may  not  like  what
